Report  of  the  Selectmen 


On  February  6,  1947  the  Board  organized  as  folknvs:  Dr. 

Harold  E.  Kerwin,  chairman  of  B(nird  of  Selectmen  and  Public 
W elfare,  Mr.  Charles  ^V.  Knowlton,  clerk. 

The  Board  met  with  the  directors  of  the  Fairhaven  Water 
Company  in  February  relative  to  an  increased  and  improv  ed  water 
supply,  especially  in  North  Fairhaven.  A committee  was  appointed 
as  authorized  by  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  study  the 
possibility  or  feasibility  of  the  Town  taking  over  the  Fairhaven 
Water  Company.  A report  of  this  committee  will  be  given  at  the 
Annual  Town  meeting  of  1948. 

In  March  $48,000  for  Post  ^Var  Funds  in  Government  Bonds 
were  redeemed,  and  upon  recommendation  of  the  Trust  Fund  Com- 
missioners, Certificates  of  Indebtedness  were  purchased. 

Upon  orders  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  certain  fire 
hazards  were  corrected  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Town  Hall,  also 
a netv  asbestos  curtain  and  emergency  lighting  units  were  installed. 

We  have  worked  very  hard  to  obtain  some  sort  of  traffic  signs 
at  Main  Street  and  Huttleston  Avenue.  By  official  count  over  9,000 
automobiles  passed  this  intersection  in  an  eight  hour  period.  We 
have  impressed  the  State  authorities  with  the  seriousness  of  this 
situation  and  are  hoping  for  full  traffic  control  at  this  point. 

The  Board  also  recommends  the  widening  of  Sconticut  Neck 
Road  under  provisions  of  Chapter  90  which  will  lessen  materially 
the  overall  cost  to  the  Town.  We  also  recommend  the  widening 
of  Center  Street  from  Main  Street  east  to  Walnut  Street  and  re-sur- 
facing of  Main  Street  from  the  bridge  north  to  Adams  Street.  This 
piece  of  road  is  the  main  thoroughfare  to  North  Fairhaven  and  has 
been  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  for  some  time. 

Cap-logs  were  placed  on  the  most  dangerous  rims  of  Union 
AVTarf.  This  is  really  important  as  a safety  measure  and  should 
be  further  extended  this  year.  The  Sconticut  Neck  Water  Project 
has  moved  very  slowly  due  to  lack  of  materials  -which  have  been  on 
order  for  some  time. 
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Qiiarterh'  meetings  were  held  with  heads  of  all  departments 
and  these  have  been  of  assistance  to  all  concerned.  Full  reports  of 
these  departments  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  1 own  Report. 

It  seems  very  fitting  and  proper  at  this  time  to  pay  high  tribute 
to  Miss  Mabel  L.  Potter,  who  has  rounded  out  thirty  years  of  service 
to  the  d own  as  Park  Commissioner.  AVe  have  all  seen  and  felt  the 
effects  of  her  ser\ice  in  many  ways.  We  know  the  townspeople 
greatly  appreciate  her  untiring  efforts  to  beautify  and  make  more 
useful  the  park  properties  which  have  been  under  her  guiding  hand 
these  many  years.  Our  deep  gratitude  and  best  wishes  to  Miss 
Potter. 

On  April  13,  1947  Fairhaven  lost  one  of  its  most  prominent 
citizens  and  business  men  in  Mr.  Chester  F.  Hathaway.  He  was 
\’itally  interested  in  his  town  and  on  many  occasions  rendered 
sei^  ices  of  which  few  people  knew.  He  was  ever  ready  and  ever 
willing  to  serve  and  we  mourn  the  passing  of  such  a man  as  a great 
loss  to  our  community. 

1 he  Board  greatly  appreciates  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the 
Heads  of  all  the  Town  Departments  and  their  personnel.  Except 
for  a few  emergency  and  unforseen  expenditures  all  finished  the 
year  well  within  their  budget  allowances  and  this  is  commendable.

Sir; 


In  accordance  with  Noiir  instructions,  1 have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  period 
from  September  22,  1946,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
September  10,  1947,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

I'he  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
recei\  ing  or  disbursing  monev  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  books  and  records 
of  the  accounting  officer. 

Idle  accounting  officer’s  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  recorded 
receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the  payments 
being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the 
treasurer’s  records  of  payments.  The  appropriations,  loan  authori- 
zations, and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  amounts  \oted  by  the 
town  meetings  as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  town  clerk  and  with 
the  finance  committee’s  records  of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund, 
and  a balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  September  10,  1947. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  ttnrn  treasurer  Avere  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and  checked 
with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  compared  wdth  the  select- 
men’s warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The 
cash  balance  on  September  10,  1947  was  verified  by  reconciliatiori 
of  the  bank  balance  'with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

The  reported  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  hie. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in- 
vestments of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The 
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transfers  to  the  town  were  verified,  the  income  Avas  j^roved,  and  the 
other  reported  transactions  were  found  to  be  correct. 

I'he  income  from  the  Henry  H.  Rogers  High  School  F'und, 
as  recorded  by  the  town  treasurer,  was  compared  with  a statement 
furnished  by  the  City  Bank  Farmers  Trust  Company  of  New  York, 
lYustees. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  checked  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  recorded  redemptions 
and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  conij^ared  with  the  receipts  as 
recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  tax  title  deeds  as  listed 
were  reconciled  with  the  accounting  officer's  ledger  and  checked 
with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

I'he  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  poll,  personal  property,  and  real  estate  taxes, 
motor  vehicle  and  vessel  excises,  as  well  as  departmental  and  water 
accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination,  were 
audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  checked  and  proved. 
The  payment  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash 
book,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling  accounts  in  the  accounting 
officer’s  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  correctness  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise, 
departmental,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  sending  notices  to 
a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  and  records 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed  are  correct. 

d'he  town  clerk’s  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail,  the  recorded  payments  to  the  trea- 
surer being  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  ac- 
counting officer’s  books.  The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
were  also  examined,  the  payment  to  the  State  being  verified  by  com- 
parison with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the  payments  to  the  town  trea- 
turer  being  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form. 
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The  records  of  depanmenuil  cash  colleciions  by  the  selectmen, 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  building  inspector,  as 
^vell  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  sewer,  and  school  departments, 
and  of  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the 
town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  depart- 
ments was  proved  by  actual  count. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transac- 
tions of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds.

Expenditures  for  General  Relief  have  steadily  increased  each 
month  as  applications  for  aid  were  granted.  For  the  most  part  the 
case-load  is  made  up  of  persons  incapacitated  for  work  and  not 
eligible  for  other  forms  of  relief  and  for  board  of  children  in  private 
homes  or  state  institutions. 

Since  there  has  been  such  a consistent  increase  in  applications 
and  a corresponding  expenditure  of  funds  the  Board  has  requested 
approximately  $10,000  more  for  1948  than  was  spent  in  1947  for 
General  Relief.

Aid  lo  Dependent  Children  is  granted  to  dependent  children 
under  18  years,  ii  regularly  attending  school,  who  have  been  deprived 
of  parental  support  by  reason  of  the  death,  desertion  or  physical  or 
mental  incapacity  of  parent  and  who  are  living  with  a parent  or 
blood  relaii\e. 

Legislation  has  made  it  mandatory  to  cover  the  budget  of 
expenses  under  this  category  of  relief.  During  the  year  a new  State 
Budget  of  prices  in  keeping  with  the  times  was  issued  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Four  new  families  were 
added  to  the  rolls  after  October  1st  and  two  more  applications  were 
to  be  acted  upon  after  the  close  of  the  year.  Therefore  the  Board 
anticipates  that  the  sum  of  $20,345  will  be  required  for  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  in  the  coming  year.

Expenditures  for  Old  Age  Assistance  continue  to  grow  from 
year  to  year  until  an  all  time  high  of  $160,490.85  was  reached  in 
1947  with  a case  load  of  273  as  of  December  31st. 

rhe  factors  which  make  this  category  of  relief  so  expensive 
are  first,  present  high  living  costs  which  have  been  considered  in 
the  State  Standard  Budget:  second,  the  amount  of  medical  care 
recpiired  by  aged  persons  and  third,  the  increasing  number  who 
are  becoming  eligible  to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance.  The  amounts 
granted  by  the  Federal  Government  are  not  keeping  pace  with 
budgets  granted  under  State  rules  and  regulations  so  that  the  amount 
of  money  which  the  town  must  raise  to  co\  er  the  share  of  the  State 
and  Town  has  increased. 

During  the  year  83  applications  ha^•e  been  received  of  which 
7 have  been  denied  as  ineligible  to  receive  aid  and  45  cases  have 
been  closed.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


1 o the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

llie  annual  report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  year  1947  is 
submitted  herewith. 

1 he  Board  held  four  regular  meetings  and  five  public 
hearings.  Representatives  of  the  Board  attended  two  regional 
meetings  with  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards. 
I'here  were  ten  petitions  for  zoning.  New  and  revised  by-laws  are 
being  printed  and  the  secretary  of  the  Board  will  distribute  same 
at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  zoning  regulations: 

“All  roadside  stands  must  be  twenty  feet  back  from  the  inside 
line  of  the  sidewalk.  Existing  stands  on  edge  of  road-bed  are  in 
A iolation  of  the  zoning  by-laws,  also  of  the  State  safety  regulations”. 

We  urge  the  Selectmen  to  have  all  future  petitioners  for  street 
acceptances  bear  all  survey  expenses.  The  fact  that  the  Planning 
Board  approves  the  layout  of  any  road  does  not  mean  that  we 
recommend  its  acceptance.  Fairhaven  can  very  easily  bankrupt  itself 
by  accepting  street  layouts.  By  accepting  same  the  town  automati- 
cally obligates  itself  to  the  maintenance  of  those  streets, — and  the 
town  is  liable  for  any  accidents  occurring  on  accepted  streets

Gentlemen: 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  present  its  annual  report 
for  1947. 

During  the  year,  this  Department  responded  to  33  Bell  Alarms 
and  246  Still  Alarms,  a total  of  279  calls,  an  increase  of  8 more  calls 
over  those  answered  in  1946.  Fifteen  still  alarms  were  converted 
to  Bell  Alarms  and  5 False  Alarms  were  recorded. 

The  Apparatus  and  Equipment  is  in  good  condition  and  is 
being  properly  maintained.  Replacement  of  the  26-year-old  Engine 
Xo.  1 is  again  requested  in  a special  article  in  the  warrant  for  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Stations  at  North  Fairhaven  and  East  Fairhaven  were 
given  a coat  of  paint  and  minor  repairs  outside.  . The  Oxford  Street 
Station  should  be  painted  and  repaired  this  year. 

Practice  meetings  of  the  various  companies  were  maintained 
during  May  to  September  inclusive.  The  Protecting  Society  has 
continued  to  render  valuable  aid  to  this  Department.  Their  help 
during  the  extreme  dry  season  of  1947  in  maintaining  patrols  and 
in  other  ways  was  of  great  help  to  this  Department. 

The  purchase  of  a 2-way  radio,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  urgently  requested.  The  advantage  of  direct  and  instant 
communication  between  Headquarters  and  any,  or  all  parts  of  the 
Town  would  save  time  and  money.

Sirens  located  on  the  New  High  School  and  the  Oxford  School. 
These  Sirens  are  controlled  from  Headquarters  Station  and  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  Fire  Alarm  to  notify  the  Call  Fireman  of 
a Fire. 

Replacement  of  Alarm  wires,  etc.,  due  to  utility  pole  replace- 
ments and  changes  was  maintained. 

Replacement  of  old  wire  in  several  sections  of  the  Town  with 
new  wire  should  be  carried  out  this  year.

During  the  year  we  issued  120  burial  permits,  3 pasteurization 
licenses,  6 alcohol  licenses,  5 oleo,  3 ice  cream,  68  milk,  and  4 camp 
licenses. 

We  had  3 patients  at  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
during  the  past  year.  In  addition,  13  tuberculosis  contacts  were 
x-rayed  and  111  visits  to  tubercular  patients  ^vere  made. 

In  the  Board  of  Health  Clinic,  289  children  were  immunized 
against  diptheria  and  113  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  The 
Community  Nurse,  under  the  super\ision  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
made  a total  of  135  visits  to  persons  ill  with  communicable  diseases.

riie  Board  of  Health  this  year  secured  the  excellent  services 
of  Dr.  Edward  J.  Mee  who  has  filled  the  vacancy  in  the  Dental  Clinic. 
Dr.  Mee  is  at  the  Clinic  in  the  Tripp  School  every  Tuesday  and 
Ehursday  morning  from  9:30  to  11:30.  Mrs.  Richard  A.  Dennie, 
who  supei  ^ ises  the  Clinic  reports  the  following  work  done  from 
March  1,  1947,  to  December  31,  1947:  155  cleanings,  242  fillings,  3 
examinations,  14  treatments  and  35  extractions. 

SANITATION 

Mr.  Joseph  Mello  has  supervised  the  collection  of  garbage 
with  the  utmost  efficiency.  Mr,  Samuel  C.  Barrett,  animal  inspector, 
and  Mr.  Henry  Stevens,  slaughter  inspector,  have  discharged  their 
duties  most  competently.  In  addition  to  his  other  duties,  Mr. 
Barrett  has  capably  undertaken  the  duties  of  milk  inspector,  and  he 
has  already  obtained  remarkable  cooperation  from  the  milk  pro- 
ducers. Mr.  John  Reilly,  Miss  Grace  Smalley,  and  Mrs.  Dennie,  the 
other  agents  of  the  Board  of  Health,  have  been  of  the  greatest  pos- 
sible assistance. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  done  more  study  on  the  subject  of 
milk  pasteurization  and  we  believe  that  only  pasteurized  milk  should 
l)e  sold  and  consumed  in  Fairhaven.  Regulations  to  enforce  this 
}>rocedure  have  now  been  formulated,  and  our  community,  on  April 
1,  1948,  will  join  the  growing  list  of  towns  in  Massachusetts  to  have 
this  requirement. 

The  new  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  were 
re\'ised  last  year  for  the  first  time  in  many  )ears,  are  already  showing 
good  results.  Printed  copies  of  these  new  rules  may  be  obtained  at 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  com- 
munity nurses  and  the  police  department  for  the  help  and  coopera- 
tion given  us  during  the  past  year.

I'o  the  Board  of  Health: 

Under  the  Supervision  of  the  Di\  ision  of  Livestock  Disease 
Control,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Health. 

Inspected  are  873  milk  cows,  77  heifers  one  or  two  year  old,  93 
heifers  under  one  year  old,  33  bulls,  24  goats,  1 steer,  4 sheep,  262 
swine,  70  horses. 

There  were  149  head  of  cattle  that  entered  from  out  of  State. 

I have  Quarantined  27  dogs  for  biting,  and  3 dogs  for  mange. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Rabies. 

Under  the  new  Law  that  requires  all  dogs  entering  from  out 
of  State,  to  have  a certificate  of  health  stating  that  it  has  been  vac- 
cinated for  Rabies  within  a period  of  one  year,  I have  quarantined 
3 dogs;  The  length  of  quarantine  period  is  90  days,  unless  the  owner 
has  the  dog  vaccinated,  then  the  quarantine  period  is  21  days. 

This  year  I ha^’e  been  able  to  have  the  barns  and  cattle  ke|)t 
a little  cleaner,  owing  to  the  fact  that  I have  been  granted  the  au- 
thority to  do  something  about  it.

J o 1 he  Board  of  Health: 

Inspected  are  33  places  that  sell  milk  to  dealers  who  pasturize 
their  milk;  51  places  that  do  not  sell  their  milk  to  dealers,  and  7 
places  that  sell  iinpasturized  milk  and  are  inspected  once  each 
month. 

Of  the  51  places  that  do  not  sell  their  milk  to  dealers,  a 
canvass  will  be  made  to  find  out  how  many  of  them  are  selling  milk 
to  the  public. 

There  are  91  places  that  keep  livestock  in  the  Town,  not 
including  places  that  keej3  poidtry. 

There  were  only  58  permits  issued  to  keep  horses,  cows,  goats, 
sheep  and  swine  which  means  that  some  people  are  keeping  animals 
in  the  Town  without  a permit. 

These  permits  are  issued  for  one  year  from  January  1,  to 
December  31,  and  must  be  obtained  by  people  intending  to  keep 
livestock. 

As  of  March  1,  1948,  all  milk  sold  in  the  Town  of  Fairhaven 
must  be  pasturized. 

A canvass  was  made  of  people  selling  small  quantities  of  milk 
to  find  out  if  they  were  interested  in  small  pasturizing  equipment 
but  not  enough  of  them  were  interested  to  put  on  a demonstration.

Pul)lic  Health  nursing  is  an  organized  community  effort  to 
prevent  and  reduce  sickness  and  promote  physical  and  mental 
health.  It  is,  therefore,  the  responsibility  of  the  public  health 
nurse  to  not  only  care  for  the  sick,  but  to  give  health  instructions 
to  all  who  need  it. 

I'he  appropriation  from  the  Town  for  health  nursing  services 
made  it  possil)le  to  make  the  following  visits  during  the  year  1947.

Idle  appropriation  paid  for  55%  of  the  above  visits,  the  re- 
maining visits  were  free.  The  Town  paid  for  181  bedside  nursing 
1 isits  to  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients. 

Acti\  e cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  hospitalized  and  contacts 
ha^e  been  checked  periodically.  Some  of  these  examinations  were 
made  at  the  State  Sanatoria,  and  others  at  the  New  Bedford  Tuber- 
culosis X-Ray  and  Chest  Clinic.  Many  others  have  had  periodic 
examinations  by  their  family  physicians. 

Assistance  was  given  at  the  following  clinics  held  under  the 
super\ision  of  the  Board  of  Health: 

Diptheria  Toxoid  Clinic  — 289  children  were  inoculated 
Vaccination  Clinic  — 113  children  were  inoculated 

The  Board  of  Health  Executive  Officer  has  been  most  helpful 
in  reporting  some  of  the  new  laws  and  policies  of  the  Common- 
wealth, as  they  affect  those  doing  public  health  nursing.

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Report  of  Highway  Department

Gentlemen: 

Among  the  varied  activities  during  the  past  year  were  the 
following.  At  available  periods  the  buildings  at  the  Town  Yard 
were  painted  and  minor  repairs  made  where  necessary.  Bushes  and 
weeds  on  all  suburban  roads  were  cut  back  widening  the  road  way, 
corners  and  intersections  and  while  this  is  done  to  a certain  extent 
each  year  it  was  necessary  to  do  considerable  more  this  year  as  the 
growth  has  been  faster  and  more  extensive  during  the  preceeding 
three  seasons. 

ROAD  REPAIRS 

Cinder  roads  have  been  maintained  with  difficulty  because  of 
our  inability  to  secure  a sufficient  supply  of  cinders  from  the  utility 
company  which  is  producing  far  less  than  formerly  due  to  changed 
methods  and  equipment  at  the  power  plant  and  it  now'  seems  quite 
possible  that  all  or  many  of  the  cinder  roads  in  town  may  have  to  be 
rebuilt  with  gravel. 

Gravel  roads  have  been  patched,  scraped  and  graded  but  we 
have  been  handicapped  by  lack  of  proper  road  equipment  as  our 
ancient  and  antiejuated  road  scraper  which  w^as  towed  by  a truck  has 
become  obsolete  and  useless  making  it  necessary  to  hire  proper 
equipment  when  needed.  Drains  (open  & closed)  sand  catchers, 
catch  basins  and  ditches  have  been  cleaned  and  repaired.  Sidewalks 
without  a hard  surface,  in  various  parts  of  the  town  have  been 
cleaned  of  w'eeds,  grass  and  bushes,  graded  and  covered  with  screen- 
ings. 

Streets  ha\  e received  the  usual  attention  and  many  holes  have 
been  filled  wdth  tar  mix  patching  material  and  some  of  those  streets 
should  have  been  given  a coat  of  tar  but  w^e  w'ere  able  to  tar  seal  only 
a few  of  those  on  our  list  because  of  limited  funds. 
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riiose  ircatcd  with  a seal  coal  ol  lar  were  East  Brown,  East 
Wakling,  Hopkins  and  J erry  Streets  and  portions  of  other  streets  as 
follows,  Ash  east  of  Adams,  I^elle\  ue  east  of  Adams,  Church  east  of 
Pleasant,  Chestnut  between  Church  and  South,  Green  between  Elm 
and  Massasoit,  Massasoit  from  Adams  to  Francis  and  from  Green  to 
North  William,  Pilgrim  from  Adams  to  Francis,  and  I^ark  Avenue 
two  lanes  from  Huttleston  to  Bridge. 

I'liere  are  thirty-nine  other  sealing  jobs  on  our  list  that 
was  prepared  for  1947  and  we  hope  to  complete  most  of  them  in  1948 
if  sufficient  funds  are  made  a\  a liable. 

NEW  CONSFRUCTION 

Our  new  mechanical  loader  has  been  a great  improvement 
o\  er  the  old  method  of  loading  trucks  by  hand  and  has  speeded  up 
the  work  of  sanding  o\  er  tar,  ice  and  snow. 

During  the  summer  we  constructed  two  new  pieces  of  road 
for  which  appropriations  were  voted  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting, 
Massasoit  Avenue  from  Francis  to  Green  with  new  curbs  and  side- 
walks, and  Chestnut  Street  from  Church  to  Farmfield  resetting  the 
curbs  and  grading  and  improving  the  sidewalks. 

SIGNS 

Through  the  year  we  did  considerable  work  on  street  name 
signs  and  traffic  control  signs,  replacing  many  missing  and  damaged 
signs  and  obtaining  and  erecting  many  new  ones  where  needed.  It 
has  not  been  possible  to  purchase  metal  signs  and  posts  of  the  type 
needed  and  we  ha^'e  been  compelled  to  use  wood  substitutes. 

CHAP  FER  90 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance  with  the  exception  of  some 
shoulder  work  and  brush  cutting  on  Sconticut  Neck  Road,  most  of 
the  work  was  ordered  to  be  done  on  Alden  Road  where  the  bushes 
and  weeds  were  cut  back,  shoidders  repaired,  drains  cleaned,  the 
large  36”  culvert  under  and  across  the  road  north  of  Long  Road  was 
rebuilt  with  new  pipe  and  1982  gallons  of  asphalt  applied.  Alden 
Road  is  now  in  such  good  condition  that  it  should  require  little  if 
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any  expenditure  in  J948  and  the  principal  work  under  Chapter  90 
authorization  will  probably  be  on  Sconticut  Neck  Road. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

Use  of  the  new  etpiipnient  has  resulted  in  reducing  the  mile- 
age to  and  from  the  dump  21  per  cent  and  reduced  the  labor  cost 
of  collecting  19.5  per  cent  but  the  volume  of  material  (rubbish  and 
ashes)  and  the  number  of  pick  ups  have  increased  considerably  so 
that  if  any  extension  of  the  present  territory  is  contemplated  or  re- 
cpiested  and  authorized  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  another  truck 
and  crew  for  one  or  two  da)s  a week  at  least  and  a substantial  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  this  service  will  result  and  additional  funds  must 
be  provided. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  with  full  appreciation  the  fine 
co-operation  from  the  Town  Officials,  other  Town  Departments  and 
the  citizens  and  have  only  one  request  to  make  and  that  is  we  will 
appreciate  more  co-operation  and  consideration  from  the  owners  and 
dri\’CTs  of  automobiles  by  keeping  the  cars  off  the  highways  as  much 
as  possible  during  snow  storms  and  most  important  of  all  by  not 
leaving  the  car  parked  on  the  highway  at  night  while  we  are  trying 
to  do  a satisfactory  job  of  making  the  roads  passable  and  safe.  This 
cannot  be  done  properly  where  the  road  is  even  partially  obstructed.

Gentlemen:  * 

J hereby  submit  m)  report  on  shellfish  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1947. 

dhere  were  fewer  commercial  licenses  taken  out  this  year 
thamlast  year,  due  to  the  scarcity  of  shellfish.  Legal  sized  shellfish 
is  spread  very  thin  as  constant  digging  of  the  whole  area  keep  the 
beds  torn  up  most  of  the  time  hindering  the  growth  of  shellfish. 

•I'here  is  a fair  set  of  seed  but  without  a rotating  program  we  cannot 
look  for.  much  improvement. 

74iere  ^vere  seven  to  fourteen  men  working  with  tongs  this 
season  and  although  prices  were  high,  the  yearly  cash  value,  com- 
mercially, was  lower  than  last  year.  The  opening  of  the  Pope  Beach 
area  netted  the  six  or  seven  boats  fishing  there  around  8,000  bushels. 

Commercial  fishermen  totaled  around  $48,000.  Over  1,000 
family  permits  were  taken  out  and  53  non-resident  permits  were 
issued.  There  was  more  activity  along  the  beaches  than  any  time 
in  my  experience.  There  were  no  scallops  but  a good  set  of  seed 
is  showing  up  this  winter. 

Money  has  been  approjjriated  and  State  aid  promised  for  a 
propagation  program,  but  this  had  to  be  passed  up  this  year  as  no 
seed  was  available. 

West  Island  is  beginning  to  be  a big  factor  with  over  300 
property  owners,  mostly  recreational  and  eligible  for  permits. 

All  complaints  were  in^’estigated.

Report  of  the  Pork  Commission 

'J'o  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairha\en: 

I'he  Park  Department  carried  on  with  its  usual  schedule  as  to 
upkeep.  The  generous  appropriation  of  $7,000.  proved  a necessary 
expenditure  if  the  nine  properties  of  Park  custody  were  to  be  kept 
in  creditable  shape  together  with  playgrounds,  extensions  at  Livesey, 
increased  cost  of  labor  and  of  every  least  repair  and  equipment. 

Major  projects  were  the  replacement  of  one  gun  carriage  at 
Fort  Phoenix;  reconditioning  of  the  tennis  courts  at  Cushman 
(expensi\e  but  necessary  if  the  courts  were  to  be  used  at  all);  and 
more  extensi\e  work  at  Livesey  to  condition  the  athletic  field.  A 
new  mower  was  bought  for  rough  grass  on  this  large  area  where  a 
formal  lawn  is  neither  practical  nor  desirable. 

At  Cushman,  in  line  with  present  policy,  more  of  the  center 
planting  was  removed,  sparce  borders  were  strengthened  and  more 
trees  were  set  including  a number  of  small  pines  at  Cook  Memorial, 
Cushman  and  Fort  Phoenix  which  in  time  should  make  a distinct 
addition.  Some  sections  of  Cushman  borders  are  growing  wild  in 
less  noticeable  areas  at  the  north  and  south,  but  are  beyond  the 
ability  of  three  men  to  cope  with. 

The  Jajjanese  beetle  made  its  inroads  though  perhaps  only 
noticeable  to  a close  observer,  but  a menace  to  abutting  gardens 
and  eventually  to  lawns  and  plantings  on  all  park  areas.  As  noted 
in  years  before  the  proximity  of  attracti\e  well-kept  gardens  adds 
materially  to  park  property. 

The  seven  weeks  of  playgrounds  under  the  direction  of  David 
E.  \V^arner,  Jr.,  a man  with  recreational  training,  scored  a successful 
season.  The  usual  diversified  activities  with  some  additional  games 
and  contests  were  the  order  of  the  day,  expenses  were  kept  at  a 
minimum  and  equipment  suffered  only  the  ordinary  wear  and  tear. 
In  his  report  Mr.  Warner  gives  much  credit  to  his  three  helpers  but 
he  himself  handled  some  irritating  problems  with  the  older  children 
with  marked  success.  The  total  daily  average  was  130,  72  for 
Livesey  and  187  for  Cushman.

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Report  of  the 

Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Superintendent 


To  llic  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen; 

Gentlemen: 

All  street  trees  throughout  the  town  have  been  sprayed,  as  well 
as  a large  number  on  private  property  to  safeguard  our  shade  trees. 
In  various  parts  of  the  town  I have  given  a second  spraying  to  keep 
under  control  the  later  breeding  of  beetles.  As  a result  of  this  extra 
care  gi\en  the  elms  the  leaves  remained  on  the  trees  much  longer 
and  in  a healthier  condition. 

During  the  spraying  season  of  1947  I have  used  D.D.T.  with 
a mixture  of  arsenate  and  we  have  had  very  good  results.  Thirty- 
five  larger  dangerous  trees  were  taken  down  and  also  a number  of 
smaller  trees.  A large  number  of  trees  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
have  been  trimmed.  One  hundred  trees  were  planted  this  past 
year  and  it  is  planned  to  continue  the  work  next  year.  For  care  of 
trees  in  1948  I recommend  an  appropriation  of  $4,500. 

4 here  have  been  no  browntail  moths  on  the  trees  this  year 
but  there  ha^e  been  a number  of  gypsy  moths  both  on  street  trees 
and  private  property  and  also  a large  number  of  tent  caterpillars. 
Creosote  has  been  used  in  the  treatment  and  spraying  has  been  done 
to  eliminate  the  tent  caterpillars.  I recommend  an  appropriation 
of  S300  for  insect  pest  extermination.

Increased  Business 

More  people  means  more  police  business. 

The  population  of  Fairhaven  has  risen  to  12,072  from  12,025 
this  past  year,  plus  four  or  five  thousand  summer  residents.  Much 
business  income  is  brought  into  town  by  this  latter  group.  The 
many  new  homes  being  built  throughout  town  indicate  a further 
increase  in  population  and  tax  revenue. 
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II  the  rale  ai  which  Scoiuicui  Neck  and  West  Island  were  imik 
up  in  1947  is  repealed  in  1948  it  will  not  he  long  before  we  will 
ha\e  lo  have  one  cruiser  car  cover  just  East  Fairhaven,  SconlicuL 
Neck,  and  West  Island.  I’his  will  mean  increased  costs  for  man- 
power and  maintenance.  1 he  need  for  increased  coverage  is  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  new  buildings  on  Sconticut  Neck 
are  permanent  homes  which  will  require  year-round  service. 

As  much  service  as  possible  is  gi\en  all  summer  colonies  during 
periods  of  vacancy.  An  occupied  house  is  somewhat  self-protecting; 
but  a vacant  house  is  a target  for  vandals  and  others  with  criminal 
intent. 

New  summer  cottages  being  built  on  Sconticut  Neck  and  at 
other  beaches  will  be  occupied  by  more  people  needing,  in  the 
summer  months,  the  same  police  and  ambidayce  services  as  perma- 
nent residents  arc  afforded. 

Traffic 

1 his  department’s  budget  request  for  1948  includes  an  item  of 
$240,  which,  if  allowed,  would  permit  us  to  provide  services  which 
would  be  very  effective  in  dealing  with  traffic.  For  several  years 
money  which  1 requested  for  these  same  purposes  has  not  been 
allowed.  It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  accidents,  traffic 
checkups,  and  license  suspension  recommendations  all  have 
increased. 

The  accident  increase  is  national.  Causes,  we  know,  are  too 
much  liquor,  speed,  negligence,  and  inattention.  The  Fairhaven 
Police  Department  should  be  so  financed  that  it  can  shoulder  the 
d own’s  share  of  responsibility  to  lower  the  accident  rate. 

Usually  an  officer  controls  traffic  four  times  daily  in  the  vicinit) 
of  the  Job  C.  Tripp  School,  and  whenever  possible  similar  work 
is  done  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Oxford  School  twice  daily.  To  make 
this  service  possible  investigations  are  many  times  interrupted  and 
ambulance  cases  rescheduled.  Sometimes  it  is  not  possible  to  do 
this  traffic  work  at  the  schools;  but  in  nearly  every  such  instance 
the  schools  are  notified  so  that  janitors  can  direct  traffic.  I know 
of  no  other  way  school  traffic  can  be  handled  unless  the  janitors 
are  delegated  the  responsibility  as  a regular  part  of  their  work. 

This  department  is  glad  to  give  this  service  to  the  schools;  and 
f want  the  public  to  realize  we  are  doing  the  best  we  can  under 
the  circumstances. 
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I'hc  proposed  rel)uikliiig  of  Scoiiticiit  Neck  Road  is  a project 
w'liich  meets  with  general  favor.  However,  the  elimination  of 
( iir\  es,  the  Avider  roadway,  and  an  improved  surface  are  factors 
which  will  combine  with  the  increased  use  of  the  road  to  give  this 
department  more  traffic  problems  — mainly  speeding. 

Ambulance  Cases 

Mail)  of  our  ambulance  runs  are  between  New  Bedford  hos- 
pitals and  rest  homes  in  Mattapoisett  and  other  neighboring  towns. 
Other  cases  take  us  to  Boston,  Newport,  or  other  cities. 

In  nearly  all  ambulance  cases  the  cruiser  car  is  out  of  service 
ivhile  the  ambulance  runs  are  made,  one  officer  driving  and  the 
other  acting  as  an  attendant,  as  in  the  typical  case  no  attendant  is 
av  ailable  to  ride  with  the  patient,  who  must  not  ride  alone. 

For  distant  runs  extra  help  is  hired,  increasing  our  costs. 


Bicycle  Registration 

During  1947  two  hundred  ninety-six  bicycle  registrations  were 
issued.  Compulsory  registration  in  Fairhaien  continues  to  hold 
thefts  to  a low  level  and  to  produce  revenue.  Considerable  work 
is  recjuired  to  properly  conduct  this  phase  of  our  work. 


Insufficient  Funds 

The  money  voted  at  the  1947  annual  town  meeting  proved  to 
lie  insufficient  to  cover  wages  and  department  maintenance.  It 
was,  therefore,  necessary  to  request  the  Finance  Committee  for  a 
transfer  from  the  Reserie  Fund.  A S900  transfer  was  granted. 

Non-payroll  costs,  alone,  for  1947  added  up  to  S3, 488. 96.  This 
is  S90.96  mfire  than  1 had  estimated  for  non-payroll  at  the  start  of 
the  year. 

During  the  year  it  was  seen  that  the  department  needs  a boat, 
trailer,  and  equipment  for  saving  lives  and  for  recovering  persons 
and  property  from  overboard.  Available  funds,  however,  did  not 
permit  the  purchase  of  this  equipment;  and  no  provision  has  been 
made  for  it  in  the  1948  budget  request  filed  with  the  Finance 
Committee. 


Pay  Scale  Too  Low 


In  iny  travels  and  in  my  contacts  with  heads  oi  other  police 
departments  J have  failed  to  find  the  low  pay  scale  prevailing  in 
Fairiia\en  duplicated  anywhere.  Living  costs  of  Fairhaven  patrol- 
men and  myself  are  as  high  as  in  other  towns.  The  increased  cost 
of  uniforms  and  other  wearing  apparel  is  just  an  example. 

A satisfied  employee  is  bound  to  render  more  satisfactor\ 
service,  feeling  that  he  is  satisfactorily  paid.  In  this  connection  1 
remind  you  that  the  weekly  pay  of  $42.50  thought  reasonable  and 
requested  by  Fairhaven  patrolmen  a year  ago  was  not  allowed.  J 
remind  you,  also,  that  other  towns  paid  patrolmen  in  1947  *S45 
to  $48  and  up  per  week. 

I he  pay  rate  requested  in  Fairhaven  for  1948  is  lower  than 
that  paid  in  1947  in  many  police  departments. 


Appreciation

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1947  is  sul)mitted  herewith. 


EDUCATIONAL  AIM 

The  aim  of  the  American  public  school  is  to  make  the  lives  of 
childen  richer  and  fuller,  with  equal  opportunities  for  each  accord- 
ing to  his  ability  and  achievement.  The  legislature  has  specified 
certain  requirements  which  promote  this  aim  and  has  permitted 
local  school  committees  a good  deal  of  discretion  in  adding  to  the 
minimum  requirements. 

The  public  has  rightfully  demanded  education  for  its  children, 
and  the  School  Committee  has  endeavored  to  carry  out  what  it  con- 
siders a mandate  from  the  ])ublic. 

As  an  indication  that  the  Committee  has  not  gone  be)  ond  the 
public  demand,  we  can  state  that  there  has  been  no  serious  suggestion 
to  decrease  our  services  or  eliminate  any  function.  The  demand 
has  been  to  maintain  or  expand  our  present  system.  The  Committee 
has,  therefore,  prepared  its  estimates  for  1948  in  accordance  with 
what  it  believes  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  and  of  the  town. 


TEACHERS 

The  problem  of  keeping  our  teaching  j^ositions  filled  is  a double 
one.  There  is  not  only  the  problem  of  salaries  but  also  the  problem 
of  securing  teachers  regardless  of  salaries.  A new  schedule  for 
regular  classroom  teachers  was  put  into  effect  in  1947  as  indicated 
below:

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The  1948  estimates  include  provision  for  raising  the  maximum 
salaries  of  all  teachers  in  grades  one  to  eight  by  1 100.00. 

In  setting  salaries  in  accordance  with  these  figures  we  have  only 
ke])t  ourselves  in  a middle  position  compared  with  other  munici- 
palities many  of  which  have  raised  maximum  salaries  to  $3,000.00 
or  more.

In  addition  to  these  items  there  were  numerous  other  repairs 
made  on  school  property  from  the  regular  appropriation.  Among 
them  were  repairs  to  the  Washington  Street  schoolhouse  tower, 
covering  Oxford  School  boilers,  and  improvement  in  Rogers  School 
heating.  Vandalism  has  been  more  prevalent  than  usual  this  year 
and  many  wdndow  panes  have  had  to  be  replaced. 

We  have  about  two  million  dollars’  worth  of  property  to  keep 
up.  It  is  a constant  problem  but  is  now  greater  than  normal  due  to 
postponing  some  repairs  during  the  w^ar.  We  recommend  that  the 
Town  provide  $10,000.00  in  1948  for  continuing  the  special  repair 
program. 

We  are  also  recommending  a special  appropriation  of  $2,000.00 
for  bitimunous  concrete  work.  The  Oxford  School  playground 
which  is  also  used  in  the  evening  for  auto  parking,  should  have  a 
hard  surface.  Provision  should  also  be  made  for  a hard  surface  on 
the  High  School  tennis  courts.

While  the  number  of  changes  is  only  half  that  of  the  previous 
year,  the  teacher  supply  situation  is  more  difficult  than  ever.  The 
general  salary  increases  granted  in  1947  were  absolutely  essential 
to  maintain  our  staff.  We  shall  probably  find,  however,  that  the 
minimum  salary  of  1 1,900.  is  too  low  to  attract  qualified  beginners. 
The  elementary  maximum  should  be  raised  as  soon  as  possible  to 
$2,700.  as  it  is  now  in  the  High  School.  We  must  keep  open-minded 
in  regard  to  the  whole  problem  of  salaries. 


The  Town  has  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  so 
well-qualified  a staff  of  principals,  supervisors  and  teachers. 
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SCHOOL  ORGANIZATION 


Increased  enrollinem  lias  created  crowded  conditions  in  the 
Oxford  and  Rogers  schools.  The  first  grade  in  each  school  has  been 
divided  and  additional  teachers  employed.  Further  increase  in  en- 
rollment in  the  Oxford  School  will  mean  the  reopening  of  the  port- 
able, which  is  quite  undesirable,  or  the  use  of  the  library  room  in 
the  Anthony  school.  Further  increase  in  the  Rogers  school  will 
require  the  reopening  of  the  AVashington  Street  schoolhouse. 

Development  of  Sconticut  Neck  has  aroused  speculation  in 
regard  to  school  building  needs  in  that  area.  At  present  there  are 
about  105  children  transported  by  Joseph  Andrade  and  the  Cozy 
Cab  from  Sconticut  Neck  to  the  East  Fairhaven  and  Rogers  schools. 
It  does  not  appear  necessary  to  consider  a new  school  at  the  present 
time,  but  the  situation  should  be  carefully  watched  for  future 
developments. 


The  Lunch  Room  has  been  able  to  continue  with  only  a small 
increase  in  charges.  Reimbursements  from  Federal  Funds  were 
reduced  September  1 from  7 cents  to  5 cents  for  each  hot  lunch 
served.  Reimbursement  on  milk  has  been  continued  at  2 cents  for 
each  bottle.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  reimbursement 
amounting  to  almost  the  entire  cost  for  a refrigerator,  two  steam 
tables  and  two  food  trucks.  Reimbursements  from  Federal  Funds 
amount  to  25.3%  of  the  total  receipts  as  shown  in  the  following 
summary  of  business  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947.

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REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 


Practically  every  classroom  in  every  school  building  needs  re- 
linishing.  Window  shades  must  be  replaced  in  many  rooms.  The 
lYipp  school  roof  should  be  renewed  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
VV^ashington  Street  school  house  should  be  painted.  Other  work 
might  well  include  repairing  the  stadium  wall,  laying  bituminous 
concrete  at  the  Oxford  School  playground  and  the  High  School 
tennis  courts,  modernizing  toilets,  and  improvement  of  lighting  and 
heating  systems.  To  this  list  more  items  could  easily  be  added.  The 
School  Committee  might  reasonably  expend  $10,000.  or  more  an- 
nually for  a number  of  years  to  repair  and  improve  the  school  plants. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  EDUCATION 

Audio-visual  education  is  not  really  a new  idea.  We  have  al- 
ways had  education  through  the  use  of  ears  and  eyes.  The  new  in 
audio-visual  education  is  the  use  of  such  materials  as  motion  pic- 
tures, film  strips,  recordings  and  radio.  Television  will  undoubtedly 
be  added. 

Language  alone  is  often  abstract,  and  talking  is  not  necessarily 
ellective  teaching.  Likewise,  showing  pictures  may  not  be  always 
effective  either,  but  it  tends  to  increase  interest  and  to  make  the  sub- 
ject or  the  problem  more  meaningful.  As  this  occurs,  learning  takes 
place. 

All  schools  except  East  Fairhaven  and  Oxford  have  motion 
picture  projectors  purchased  with  money  earned  by  the  pupils.  All 
schools  have  film  strips  projectors.  Several  schools  have  record 
players.  These  added  facilities  will  become  more  useful  as  more 
films  and  records  are  available  and  as  teachers  learn  how  to  use  them. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Hastings,  who  has  been  appointed  director  of 
\ isual-education  in  addition  to  her  other  duties,  will  assist  a great 
deal  in  the  development  of  this  part  of  our  school  program. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

A High  School  Junior  Band  has  been  organized  under  the 
direction  of  Frank  P.  Gonsalves. 

All  principals’  offices  have  been  equipped  with  fluid  duplicators 
replacing  the  old  gelatine-roll  type  machines. 
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Recommendations  of  the  Fire  Underwriters  Bureau  inspector 
ha\  e been  carried  out. 

Our  buildings  and  boilers  have  been  inspected  and  approved  by 
the  inspectors  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

The  High  School  Band  is  equipped  with  new  uniforms.  Fair- 
haven  Post  #166,  American  Legion,  is  responsible  to  a large  degree 
for  this  accomplishment.  Others  to  whom  credit  is  due  are  the 
“Band  Mothers",  the  band  members  themselves  and  the  Uniform 
Committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Harry  C.  Norman,  Mr.  Frank  Jepson, 
Mrs.  Charles  L.  MacLauchlin,  Mr.  Chester  M.  Downing  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  I.  Hastings.

F'or  the  fourth  consecutive  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  grades  8-12.  dlie  Eighth  Grade  which 
entered  in  September  1947  is  the  smallest  in  years,  yet  the  entire 
school  showed  an  increase  of  13.  In  the  high  school  grades  there  is 
an  increase  of  45  over  the  ]:>reccding  year. 

PUPIL-TEACHER  LOAD 

Increased  numbers  mean  more  classes  or  larger  classes.  At 
pi'csent  ten  high  school  teachers  are  teaching  30  periods  a week  and 
eight  of  these  have  home  room  duties  as  well.  Because  of  the  work 
that  must  be  done  outside  of  class  in  the  way  of  preparation,  grading 
pa]>ers,  assisting  pupils  who  need  extra  help,  and  keeping  records, 
it  is  not  considered  good  practice  to  overload  teachers  by  scheduling 
a teaching  assignment  every  period  of  every  day.  1 recommend  that, 
as  rajiidly  as  conditions  permit,  additional  teachers  be  employed 
so  that  the  load  may  be  lightened.  One  teacher  capable  of  handling 
English  and  French  and  one  teacher  trained  in  business  subjects  and 
science  would  take  care  of  the  most  urgent  needs  at  present. 
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WORLD  WAR  II  VETERANS 


At  graduation  in  June  1947  seven  students  who  were  veterans 
of  W^orld  \Var  II  and  who  had  returned  to  high  school  to  complete 
their  course  received  diplomas.  In  October  nine  veterans  were  at- 
tending classes;  three  of  these  were  post  graduates  taking  refresher 
courses  in  preparation  for  college,  and  six  were  working  for  a high 
school  diploma.  E\  cryone  agrees  that  the  young  men  who  served  in 
the  Armed  Forces  deserve  an  opportunity  to  get  a good  education. 
Our  school  has  been  able  to  orfer  real  help  to  many  veterans  from 
this  area.  In  addition  to  those  who  have  enrolled  as  students,  many 
have  come  to  secure  advice  about  educational  plans  and  information 
about  schools  and  colleges.

I'he  Class  Gift  was  a sum  of  money  amounting  to  over  |10() 
which  was  added  to  |100  given  by  the  Class  of  1946  for  the  purchase 
of  an  impressive  bronze  tablet  honoring  those  from  this  school  who 
served  their  country  in  World  War  II  and  bearing  the  names  of  25 
of  our  boys,  “Who  gave  their  merry  lives  away  for  Country  and 
for  God.” 

Of  the  97  graduates  last  June,  more  than  30  are  continuing  their 
education,  and  about  half  of  these  are  enrolled  in  four-year  degree- 
granting  colleges. 

ATHLETICS 

The  boys’  physical  education  and  sports  program  has  been 
carried  on  under  the  competent  supervision  of  Mr.  Clement  and  Mr. 
Entin.  The  program  for  girls  was  ably  directed  by  Miss  LaRochelle 
until  she  left  to  be  married  and  has  been  handled  well  by  Mrs. 
Sulli\  an  since  that  time. 

It  is  admittedly  difficult  to  find  among  our  242  boys  in  grades 
9-12  enough  good  athletic  material  to  produce  teams  that  can  stand 
the  pressure  of  competition  with  larger  schools  and  heavier  teams 
week  after  week.  Our  football  team  was  almost  entirely  without 
experience,  but  they  played  hard  and  surprisingly  well,  reflecting 
credit  upon  themselves  and  those  who  trained  them.  Unfortunately 
they  were  obliged  to  play  another  season  on  bare  and  stony  ground. 
An  effort  was  made  to  get  a good  crop  of  grass  on  the  field  for 
Sejitember,  but  there  was  so  much  delay  in  getting  the  ground  ready 
and  the  seed  planted  that  results  were  very  unsatisfactory.  Director 
Gilbert  of  the  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School  has  assigned  one 
of  his  men  to  study  our  problem  and  to  advise  us  how  we  may  best 
proceed  to  get  some  good  turf  on  our  field  for  next  fall  and  we  shall 
do  our  best  to  improve  the  playing  surface.  More  and  more  schools 
are  being  provided  with  a practice  field  other  than  the  playing  field. 
Tips  is  very  desirable  as  a field  like  ours  gets  extremely  hard  usage 
from  high  school  practice,  games,  gym  classes,  and  occasional  games 
by  older  players. 

We  have  a serious  problem  confronting  us  with  respect  to 
adequate  and  safe  seats  for  spectators.  Our  old  wooden  bleachers 
were  built  of  second-hand  lumber  many  years  ago.  They  have  been 
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moved  on  and  oil  die  held  repeatedly  and  have  been  paulied  and 
repaired  until  their  salet\  has  been  qtiestioned.  W^e  have  five 
sections  of  excellent  steel  bleachers  which  the  school  has  bought  at  a 
cost  of  about  .1^3()()  a section  with  money  raised  in  \arious  ways  but 
chiefly  from  athletics.  More  of  these  steel  stands  should  be  pur- 
chased, but  the  high  cost  of  goods  and  ser\  ices  necessary  for  carrying 
on  an  athletic  program  makes  it  almost  impossible  to  end  the  year 
with  a profit.  The  hope  has  been  expressed  that  the  Alumni  would 
help  by  purchasing  some  new  bleachers  or  that  the  community 
might  feel  disposed  to  make  a well  et|ui})ped  field  their  memorial  to 
the  Fairhaven  boys  who  fell  in  World  War  II.  An  ambitious  project 
for  a li\ing  memorial  of  this  sort  is  apparently  finding  favor  and 
sup}>ort  in  Dartmouth 

We  are  still  cramped  for  space  when  it  comes  to  basketball.  Our 
floor  is  smaller  than  that  of  the  newer  gymnasiums,  and  we  have  too 
little  room  for  spectators.  This  condition  must  continue  until  a 
larger  gymnasium  is  built  for  boys  gym  classes  and  basketball  games. 


EQUIPMENT 

Our  sound  motion  picture  projector  purchased  late  in  1946  has 
l^een  of  great  value  in  assembly  programs  and  in  pro\  iding  audio- 
\isual  instruction  in  certain  subjects.  The  Home  Economics  De- 
partment has  borrowed  many  fdms  without  rental  fee  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  at  Amherst.  Films  for  classes  in  science, 
history,  geography,  English  literature,  and  other  subjects  are  be- 
coming more  numerous  and  it  seems  likely  that  our  projector  will 
be  used  even  more  in  the  years  ahead.  A new  sewing  machine  has 
been  added  to  the  clothing  laboratory  and  a new  gas  range  has  been 
ordered  to  replace  one  that  has  worn  out  after  years  of  use  in  the 
foods  laboratory.  A number  of  typewriters  and  one  calculator 
have  been  exchanged  for  newer  models  in  order  that  our  typing 
and  office  practice  classes  may  be  familiar  with  the  equipment  they 
are  likely  to  find  in  offices  where  they  may  be  employed.  Some  new^ 
books  ha\e  been  added  to  our  library  and  a new  floor  has  been  laid 
in  the  coaches’  office. 


BAND  UNIFORMS 

T hrough  the  generosity  of  Post  166  American  Legion  and  other 
friends  of  the  school,  and  through  the  efforts  of  the  young  people 
themseh  es,  enough  money  was  raised  to  equip  our  band  with  new 
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uniforms.  Our  old  ca])cs  and  hais  have  given  service  in  sunshine 
and  shower  for  about  ten  years  and,  while  not  entirely  worn  out, 
the  linings  were  so  ragged  as  to  spoil  the  smart  appearance  of  the 
band  when  on  parade.  The  new  uniforms  consisting  of  wool 
trousers,  coats  and  hats  make  a striking  blue  and  white  ensemble. 
I'hey  were  worn  at  the  music  festivals  last  s]>ring  and  in  the  Mem- 
orial Day  parade.  We  are  glad  to  express  our  gratitude  to  all  who 
helped  our  young  musicians  secure  such  fine  uniforms. 

incidentally  the  band  and  the  vocal  ensemble  received  high 
ratings  at  the  State  and  New  England  Music  Festivals  again  this 
year. 


KEY  CLUB  — CAREER  DAY 

Whth  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee,  a Key  Club  has 
been  formed  in  our  school.  This  club,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  this 
section  of  the  state,  is  affiliated  with  similar  groups  of  boys  who  are 
leaders  in  their  schools  throughout  the  nation.  The  club  is  spon- 
sored by  the  New  Bedford  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  boys  have  oppor- 
tunities to  become  accjuainted  with  some  of  our  leading  business 
and  professional  men. 

One  of  the  projects  undertaken  by  the  Key  Club  last  spring 
was  a Career  Day.  On  that  day  about  25  men  and  women  visited 
our  school  and  spoke  to  groups  of  students  who  were  interested  in 
the  different  kinds  of  work  they  were  engaged  in.  The  idea  was  so 
helpful  to  the  students  that  it  is  planned  to  hold  another  Career 
Day  this  year  and  the  idea  has  proved  so  attractive  that  already 
another  high  school  in  the  area  has  held  a successful  Career  Day 
similar  to  ours. 


CITIZENSHIP 

Social,  economic,  and  moral  conditions  at  home  and  abroad  in 
the  wake  of  a great  war  force  thoughtful  people  everywhere  to  pa\ 
heed  to  the  importance  of  producing  citizens  of  the  right  type.  The 
American  tradition  makes  us  believe  that  the  motto  of  our  schools 
is  an  important  fact  as  well  as  a well  worn  phrase,  — that  in  very 
truth  the  noblest  motive  is  the  public  good.  Much  as  we  ma) 
believe  in  this  principle,  our  young  people  are  confronted  with  many 
examples  of  selfishness  and  wrong  doing,  ff  they  are  to  be  actuated 
by  concern  for  the  general  welfare  which  is  indispensable  in  a 
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democracy,  ilieir  tliinking  and  their  conduct  must  Ije  iniluenced  bv 
teachers  and  parents  who  themselves  are  guided  by  high  ideals.  The 
home  and  the  school  must  by  direct  instruction,  by  incidental  teach- 
ing, and  by  worthy  example  bring  constant  pressure  to  bear  on  the 
young  people  who  are  forming  their  characters  if  we  are  to  have 
citizens  who  are  willing  to  help  carry  the  heavy  responsibilities  of 
post  war  reconstruction  and  reconciliation. 

Along  with  this  willingness  to  ser\e  there  must,  of  course,  be 
ability  based  on  kncjwledge  and  skill.  The  task  of  providing  a con- 
siderable part  of  this  training  is  also  an  important  part  of  the  work 
of  the  school. 

I'o  carry  on  such  a program  we  shall  need  the  continued  devo- 
tion of  good  and  experienced  teachers  and  we  shall  need  to  recruit 
some  of  our  ablest  young  people  to  prepare  themselves  for  teaching. 
All  this  is  bound  to  be  expensive,  but  the  alternative  of  poor  schools, 
inadequately  educated  youth,  and  indifferent  citizens  would  be  an 
invitation  to  national  disaster. 

riie  interest  and  assistance  given  by  the  School  Committee  and 
the  Superintendent  during  the  year  have  been  of  a high  order  as 
always  and  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all  of  us  at  the  High 
School.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


ro  the  Siipcrimcndciu  ol  Schools; 

I present  herewith  my  fifth  annual  report  as  School  Nurse. 

I’he  \ariety  of  problems  confronting  the  school  nurse  lend 
interest  to  her  endeavors,  because  they  afford  her  an  opportunity 
to  meet  families  as  well  as  the  school  children  themselves.  In  these 
visits,  this  year  especially,  the  effect  of  the  higher  costs  of  living 
are  noticeable.  When  a recommendation  is  made  that  a diet  be 
changed,  in  many  cases  the  cost  is  declared  to  be  prohibitive. 

I'he  nurse  by  regular  checks  with  teachers,  doctor,  dentist,  and 
parents  endeavors  to  protect  the  health  of  the  children.  Schools 
are  visited  at  least  once  a week  and  more  often  if  necessary. 
protect  children  from  exposure  to  contagion,  the  puj5ils  are  urged 
to  report  to  the  teacher  and  then  to  the  nurse  for  minor  injuries, 
examination  of  skin  condition,  sore  throats,  etc. 

Clinics  are  held  during  the  year  to  discover  defects  of  eyes  and 
ears.  The  mental  clinic  for  retarded  children  was  also  held. 
Diphtheria  immunization  was  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board 
of  Health. 

In  June  there  was  an  epidemic  of  chicken  pox  with  over  fifty 
cases  reported,  in  November  there  was  an  epidemic  of  whooping 
cough  with  over  forty  cases  reported. 

All  children  in  grades  one  to  seven  were  weighed  three  times 
during  the  school  year.  In  many  cases  there  was  a loss  of  weight 
from  June  to  September. 

The  nurse  assisted  in  the  milk  program.  Pupils  may  purchase 
a one-half  pint  bottle  at  three  and  one-half  cents.  The  School  Milk 
Fund  furnishes  milk  free  to  children  unable  to  pay.  The  Federal 
Foods  Distribution  Administration  reimburses  us  at  the  rate  of  two 
cents  per  bottle.

William  K.  Wilson,  Chairman,  Finance  Committee,  moved  that  all  appro- 
priations made  for  the  articles  in  the  warrant  be  placed  in  the  tax  levy  of  1947 
unless  specifically  voted  at  the  time  the  article  is  taken  up. 

Dr.  Kerwin,  “The  finance  committee,  in  a meeting  with  the  Selectmen, 
had  asked  for  the  amount  in  Surplus  Revenue  and  Overlay  Surplus.  They  were 
informed  that  there  was  free  cash  and  voted  to  use  S36,842  to  cover  some  articles 
in  this  warrant.  It  was  an  agreement  between  the  Finance  Committee  and  the 
Selectmen.  If  this  is  used  it  will  leave  an  adequate  amount  in  free  cash  and 
wdll  mean  a saving  of  $3.00  on  the  tax  rate.  This  would  bring  the  rate  down  to 
alx)ut  what  it  was  last  year. 

“If  Mr.  Wilson’s  motion  goes  through  the  rate  will  be  $42.00,  according 
to  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee.” 

Mr.  Wilson,  “This  is  true  and  when  we  had  the  Selectmen  before  us  we 
had  not  completed  all  of  our  deliberations.  At  the  time  we  thought  it  might 
be  necessary  to  take  money  out  of  Surplus  Revenue  or  Overlay  Surplus  but  after 
we  finished  our  deliberations  we  found  it  would  be  advisable  to  recommend  that 
the  entire  sum  be  placed  in  the  tax  levy.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  taking 
from  surplus  funds  but  until  you  accept  our  report  we  feel  our  recommendations 
should  be  followed.” 

Mr.  I'allman,  “Are  we  to  understand  there  is  a difference  of  opinion 
lietween  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  as  to  whether  this  surplus 
should  be  used?” 

Dr.  Kerwin,  “It  w'as  understood  that  on  certain  articles  this  surplus  should 
be  used.”

Fairhaven’s  population  is  12,072  (1945  Census).  By  the 
standard,  only  very  limited  service  can  be  given  for  a working 
budget  of  $18,108.00  for  a town  of  this  size.  Our  expenditures 
for  normal  maintenance  during  1947  were  10.5%  under  this 
figure.  The  extensive  and  necessary  building  repairs  were  made 
only  by  reducing  to  a pitifully  low  balance  a small  reserve  fund 
built  up  over  a period  of  many  years. 


ANNUAL  REPORTS.  They  are  a record  of  a year’s  accomplishment. 
Contrary  to  opinion,  they  are  not  always  “dry.”  Cervantes  said, 
“The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  the  eating.”  Try  our  1947  report!

The  staff  deserve  much  credit  for  their  splendid  team- 
work, especially  during  that  part  of  the  year  when  we  were  greatly 
understaffed.  Without  the  ever-ready  support  of  the  Trustees, 
difficulties  could  not  have  been  surmounted.

There  is  joy  in  planning  for  the  future,  and  in  perpetuating 
a memory. 

BINDING  presents  a problem  because  of  the  present  high  cost. 
However,  123  books  were  rebound  in  1947,  but  many  more  need 
rebinding. 

BOOK  CIRCLE  of  the  Fairhaven  Mothers’  Club  met  in  the  Trustees 
Room  of  the  Library  for  five  meetings  from  January  to  May. 

BOOK  EXPENDITURES  were:  For  fiction,  28.11%  adult,  13.93% 
juvenile;  for  non-fiction,  47.75%  adult,  9.33%  juvenile,  plus  a 
postage  charge  of  .88%. 

BOOK  MARKS.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  his  class 
at  the  High  School  printed  an  attractive  book  mark  with  the  new 
library  hours.  A generous  supply  was  sent  to  us.  Later  on,  the 
class  printed  some  reserve  forms  for  teachers’  use  when  requesting 
material  from  the  library.  This  is  splendid  cooperation. 

BOOK  WEEK  ACTIVITIES:  Proving  popular  were  the  book  talks 
given  at  four  schools  to  the  upper-grade  pupils  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Curtis,  “The  Book  Explorer”  from  Kinder  hook,  N.  Y. 
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The  Book  Week  lea  has  become  an  annual  affair  of  im- 
portance. On  the  many  new  books  of  the  fall  season  displayed 
on  this  occasion,  233  reserves  were  taken.  Mr.  Curtis  spoke  on 
“Books  for  Young  People”  to  an  adult  audience  of  about  forty- 
five.  Miss  Edith  Dana  and  Miss  Mabel  L.  Potter  poured  and 
were  assisted  by  several  girls  and  a boy  chosen  because  of  their 
high  rating  in  the  Summer  Reading  Club. 

BORROWERS  numbered  2,780,  in  the  following  proportions; 
Adult,  1,988  (71.51%)  Juvenile,  792  (28.49%) 

Oxford  Branch  borrowers,  70  adult,  113  juvenile  — (6.6%) 
Non-resident  borrowers,  225  adult,  13  juvenile  — (8.5%) 


CATALOGING  takes  time,  but  Miss  Steele  does  a grand 
job  and  processed  for  circulation  1,366  books,  928  being

CIRCULATION  totalled  59,757  of  which  42,203  were  adult  and 
17,554  juvenile.  In  addition,  397  pictures  and  9 stereoscopes 
'^vere  borrowed. 

We  can’t  report  a record  year.  We  did  that  during  the 
depression  in  the  thirties  and  maintained  a high  per  capita  rating 
for  many  years.  The  decrease  during  the  war  was  expected,  but 
now  that  the  extra  wartime  duties  are  over,  we  wonder  why  YOU, 
THE  FAIRHAVEN  PEOPLE,  are  not  reading  more.  We  look 
to  you  for  the  answer.  We  have  splendid  books  and  are  often 
complimented  on  our  collection.  We  are  doing  our  best  with 
what  we  can  afford  to  spend,  to  give  you  a high  grade  selection. 
We  welcome  your  suggestions  as  to  ways  in  which  we  may  better 
serve  YOU.  Help  us,  during  1948,  in  books  borrowed  and  read, 
to  compensate  for,  and  triple  the  1947  circulation  loss  of  11,879 
books. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  adult  readers  borrowed  more 
non-fiction  in  proportion,  23.6%  in  1947,  against  20.9%  in  1946. 
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The  graph  below  shows  the  choice  our  readers  made:

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CLASSROOM  LIBRARIES  consisted  of  1,243  books  in  43  collections, 
almost  double  the  number  issued  in  1946.  According  to  teachers’ 
records,  the  books  circulated  3,874  times.  In  addition,  1,070  cir- 
culations were  reported  on  330  books  borrowed  in  the  fall  of 
1946,  but  not  returned  until  early  in  1947.  With  the  exception 
of  East  Fairhaven  School  which  is  still  making  good  use  of  the 
school  library  deposit,  collections  were  issued  during  the  fall  to 
every  teacher  from  grades  one  to  seven.  These  are  replacing, 
for  the  present,  the  former  library  deposit  at  the  Oxford  School, 
and  somewhat  the  same  condition  exists  at  the  Anthony  School 
although  the  books  have  not  been  withdrawn  to  date. 

CONFERENCES  of  library  interest,  both  state  and  local,  were  at- 
tended by  the  librarian  and  staff  members  when  time  permitted. 
The  value  of  these  in  learning  of  new  library  developments  is 
inestimable.  We  make  contributions,  too.  Miss  Steele  was 
elected  Vice-President  of  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club  in 
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June;  the  librarian  gave  a talk  on  “Publicity”  at  the  Cape  Cod 
Library  Club  meeting  in  September.

DISCARDED  BOOKS  numbered  1,332.  This  large  number, 
of  which  962  were  adult  fiction,  was  due  to  a thorough 
weeding  of  fiction  shelves  from  which  worn  and  many 
outdated  books  were  remo^’ed. 


DUPLICATE  PAY  COLLECTION  maintained  for  your  convenience, 
was  increased  by  81  books  while  89  were  withdrawn.  The  cost 
of  those  added  exceeded  by  $32.67  the  amount  earned  on  those 
withdrawn.

INTERLIBRARY  LOAN.  Through  the  courtesy  of  other 
libraries,  we  are  able  to  borrow  and  have  filled  during 
the  past  year  a considerable  number  of  requests  for  books 
which  could  not  be  supplied  from  our  own  collection. 
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(JUVENILE  WORK  is  one  of  our  strong  services.  During 
the  suninier  months,  in  a playful  mood,  Peter  Penguin 
and  many  little  penguins  frolicked  around  the  library, 
much  to  the  delight  of  the  mostly  under-teen-age  boys 
and  girls,  who  read  764  books  and  reported  orally  on  them.  In 
interest,  2nd  graders  held  first  place,  followed  by  the  5th.  The 
3rd  and  4th  tied,  followed  by  the  6th  and  7th.  The  Reading 
Club  served  a wide  range  of  ages. 

An  average  of  110  children  attended  each  of  the  ten  Story 
Hours  held  on  Wednesday  mornings  while  school  was  closed. 
There  was  a special  Book  Week  Story  Hour  with  the  110  average 
maintained,  and  a cozy  group  of  30  on  the  morning  of  December 
20th  to  hear  Christmas  stories.  Aside  from  our  own  staff,  who 
told  stories,  were  also  Mrs.  Harold  B.  Dutton,  Mrs.  Harold  E. 
Kerwin,  Mrs.  Norma  C.  McGee  of  the  Dairy  Council  of  New 
Bedford,  Miss  Beatrice  Mosgrove,  Mrs.  J.  Milton  Rex,  and  Mrs. 
Clifford  A.  Shaw. 

We  find  satisfaction  in  this  work.  These  boys  and  girls  are 
potential  adult  readers.  We  can’t  do  too  much  for  them. 


KING’S  DAUGHTERS  HOME  was  sent  an  initial  collection 
of  books  in  March  and  a change  in  August,  totaling  140 
books  loaned.  The  deposit  at  OUR  LADY’S  HAVEN 
is  still  maintained  and  was  changed  once  during  the 
year. 


"KNOWELDGE  IS  POWER."  It’s  the  key  to  many  problems,  and 
the  library  is  a good  place  in  which  to  find  it,  as  we  recall  the 
words  of  Alexander  Pope: 

'‘A  little  learning  is  a dangerous  thing; 

Drink  deep,  or  taste  not  the  Pierian  spring/' 


LESSONS  on  “How  to  use  the  library”  were  given  to  all 
7th  graders,  from  April  10-18.  We  lengthened  one 
lesson  and  eliminated  one,  but  covered  the  same  material 
in  fifteen  lessons  for  the  five  groups. 


MAGAZINES,  numbering  135  titles,  were  received  cur- 
rently, and  are  available  for  7-day  circulation.  Thou- 
sands of  old  ones  are  in  the  storage  file,  available  for 
reference  and  resesft'ch. 


MAP.  A street  directory  of  Bristol  County,  in  map  form,  was  ' 
purchased  and  hangs  in  the  Reading  Room,  where  it  has  proved 
popular. 
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MEETINGS.  After  a preliminary  conference  with  the  school  prin- 
cipals on  September  15th,  a series  of  meetings  were  held  in  October 
and  December,  at  which  teachers  met  at  the  library  and  discussed 
with  the  librarian  problems  concerning  school  work.  These  were 
intended  to  better  acquaint  the  teachers  with  the  library’s 
resources  and  to  find  ways  and  means  by  which  we  could,  with 
limited  income,  improve  the  service.  Good  suggestions  resulted 
and  are  being  put  into  action. 

MENDING  presents  a problem.  Wear  and  tear  is  inevitable,  but 
careless  handling  of  books  is  discouraging  and  there  is  a con- 
siderable amount  of  it.  However,  Mrs.  Griffin  has  become  an 
expert  in  giving  the  “new  look”  to  shabby  books. 


N NEEDS.  For  the  library,  they  are  many.  Renovations 
\voiild  greatly  impro^•e  the  appearance  of  dingy  walls 
and  areas  from  which  plaster  has  fallen.  We  are  in  need 
of  equipment,  too,  such  as  a new  catalog  cabinet,  a new 
rug  or  other  covering  for  the  floor  in  the  Children’s  Room,  some 
chairs,  additional  shelving,  some  visual  education  equipment. 
The  list  is  too  long  to  continue. 


For  our  workers:  A definite  Classification  and  Pay  plan  to 

assure  the  ability  to  obtain  and  retain  able  workers,  and  con- 
sideration of  some  suitable  retirement  plan,  such  as  almost  every 
public  library  in  the  state  provides  for  its  workers,  who  like  the 
teachers,  are  public  servants. 


OVERDUE  NOTICES/  3,578  in  number,  were  sent  to  remind 
borrowers  of  books  kept  overtime.  This  reminder  is  a 
money-sa\ing  service  to  the  borrower  and  it  costs  the 
library  a considerable  amount  each  year. 


OXFORD  BRANCH/  in  the  rear  of  the  Oxford  School,  is  open 
Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  evenings  from  7 to  8.  In  1947, 
1,414  books  were  available  for  patrons  there;  others  may  be 
requested  from  the  Main  Library  at  any  time.

PICTURES  were  increased  by  a total  of  518,  and  now 
number  11,467  available  for  borrowing.  Mrs.  Sprague 
revised  the  art  pictures  and  made  and  lettered  118  new 
folders. 


PUBLICITY.  Through  the  newspapers,  through  the  schools,  through 
personal  contacts,  news  of  the  library  gets  around.  It’s  important. 
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At  the  library,  attractive  and  seasonal  bulletin  board  and  table 
displays  have  been  made,  and  changed  frequently,  chiefly  by  Miss 
Steele  and  Mrs.  Sprague  who  have  showed  much  creative  talent. 

A bright  red  mimeographed  folder  with  pertinent  facts  of  the 
library  was  prepared  in  December  for  mailing  with  the  Water 
Company  bills  of  January  1st,  1948. 

PURCHASES.  In  October,  a new  vacuum  cleaner  was  purchased, 
and  an  electric  clock  was  acquired  for  the  Children’s  Room.

R READING  LISTS  have  been  made  for  special  groups.  One 
on  CAREERS  was  distributed  to  the  High  School  juniors 
and  seniors  in  May,  in  connection  with  a Career  Week 
program.  A list  of  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  PARENTS 
was  made  in  the  fall  for  the  Mother’s  Club.  A twenty-page  list  of 
BOOKS  OF  1947  FOR  FALL  READING  was  mimeographed 
and  distributed  during  and  following  BOOK  WEEK.  A short 
bibliography  of  recent  material  on  subjects  of  interest  to  members 
of  the  High  School  faculty  was  prepared  in  December,  and  for 
school  work  late  in  the  year  a reading  list  was  made  on  “ANIMAL 
AND  NATURE  STORIES.  ” 


REFERENCE  SERVICE  is  yours  for  the  asking,  and  is  always  as  near 
as  the  nearest  phone.  The  library  number  is  2-5342. 

REPAIRS.  A very  serious  condition,  resulting  in  interior  damage 
seeping  through  the  walls,  was  remedied  by  extensive  repairs  to 
the  stonework.  This  took  many  weeks  to  complete.  During  the 
process,  new  copper  gutters  were  installed  and  one  chimney  was 
rebuilt  from  the  roof  up. 

Mr.  Boucher  did  a splendid  job  in  refinishing  the  top  of  the 
Loan  Desk  and  the  large  table  in  the  Trustees  Room.  After 
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removing  a book  stack  at  the  rear  of  the  library  to  provide  better 
working  space,  he  refinished  the  floor  in  that  section,  greatly 
improving  its  shabby  appearance. 

All  other  repairs  were  of  a minor  nature.  A clock  was 
cleaned,  a chair  reseated,  a new  mercury  gauge  was  needed  for 
the  boiler. 

RESERVES.  *830  cards  and  phone  calls  told  our  borrowers  of  books 
held  on  reserve.  On  the  88  books  displayed  on  the  Millicentiana 
table,  160  reserves  were  made.

SCHOOL  SERVICE.  We  have  had  a trying  year  trying  to  maintain 
it.  A careful  survey  showed  that  the  service  we  give  the  schools 
costs  the  library  no  less  than  $1,200  annually.  This  isn’t  a set 
appropriation  each  year,  but  an  average  of  the  original  cost  of 
books  used  in  the  schools,  their  preparation  and  repair.  The  labor 
is  no  small  item. 


In  April,  the 
Trustees  vot- 
ed that  be- 
cause of  the 
expense  and 
lack  of  help 
at  the  time, 
this  service 
must  be  dis- 
continued. 


This  brought 
more  wrink- 
les to  the  li- 
brarian’s brow 
and  the  teach- 
ers protested. 


We  went  into  a huddle  over  the  problem,  in  the  meetings 
already  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report.  The  vote  was  rescinded 
in  the  fall.  The  teachers  are  giving  splendid  cooperation,  but  it 
is  inevitable  that  the  service  cannot  be  continued  adequately 
without  more  money.  Not  receiving  any  appropriation  from  the 
town  for  the  library,  we  are  in  a different  position  than  are  most 
libraries. 

STAFF  CHANGES.  The  beginning  of  the  year  found  us  greatly 
handicapped.  By  spring,  we  secured  in  Mrs.  Sprague,  who  had 
been  trained  in  library  methods  at  Simmons  College,  an  able  part- 
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time  worker,  while  Miss  Sale,  with  her  fine  spirit,  continued  as  a 
part-time  desk  assistant.  Miss  Diane  Herrick,  having  graduated 
from  High  School,  came  to  our  group  as  a full-time  worker, 
instead  of  as  student  assistant,  and  has  been  of  tremendous  help 
to  us,  especially  in  carrying  out  clerical  duties.  In  September, 
we  were  fortunate  to  add  Miss  Agnes  Rennie,  another  Simmons 
College  Library  School  graduate,  whose  earnest  endeavor  and 
efficient  work  with  the  young  people  is  helping  immeasurably.

It’s  pathetic  what  has  to  be  left  undone  when  we  haven’t  the 
workers.  The  library  suffers  and  the  public  suffers  when  this 
situation  arises.  W e hope  it  won’t  occur  often  or  for  long.
